2) The embodiment as described on page 4, lines 13-20, but not shown in the 
figures, with a gooseneck faucet, no manual valves, only one latching solenoid and a 
temperature sensing element with two servo-valves as called for in claim 7. 

3) The embodiment as described on page 4, line 21 , to page 5, line 13, but not 
shown in the figures, with a gooseneck faucet and a microprocessor controlled system 
(replacing the manual valves or the temperature sensor) as called for in claims 8-14. 

4) The embodiment as described on page 4, lines 9-13, and page 4, lines 1-8, 
but not shown in the figures, with a faucet that is not a gooseneck faucet with the sensor 
mounted to the sink as called for in claim 3, and with two manual valves and two 
latching solenoids as called for in claim 6.
